TEL AVIV—The Jerusalem Post quoted Jacob Arvey, one of 
the top leaders in the Democratic party, to the effect that if Steven- 
son wins in November, Israel will get defensive arms. 

Col. Arvey told a press conference here that he had first been 
drawn to Stevenson when he heard him make a brilliant speech 


in favor of the Jewish home- 
land. 


ARVEY SAID Stevenson sup- 
ported Israel's claim for arms 
ang opposed territorial changes 
except by mutual agreement. 


“He will make a better Presi- 
dent than a candidate,” Arvey 
said, predicting his nominee will 
win in November. 

Accompanying Col. Arvey on 
his two-week visit in Israel was 
Judge Henry L. Burman, who 
told the reporters that Steven- 
son’s running mate, Senator Es- 
tes Kefauver, was “one of the 
most outspoken men for Israel 
in the United States.” 


COL. ARVEY said that the 
Democratic Party will not make 
Israel an issue in the election, 
although some Democratic 
spokesmen in some parts of the 
country will no doubt point out 
the difference between the two 
parties in their approach to Is- 
rael, 

Arvey said Stevenson’s im- 
pression after his visit here of 
three years ago was that some 
Israel officials were then a “‘lit- 
tle stubborn” in their approach 
to peace negotiations with the 
Arab states.”

WASHINGTON, D.C.—At Stevenson’s first Washington press 
conference of this campaign, the question of arms for Israel was 


raised by this reporter. 


Noting the fact that the United States was not supplying 
arms to Israel now when the Jordan-Israel tension has increased 


and Arab bloc countries includ- 
ing Egypt have pledged mili- 
tary and financial support to 
Jordan, this reporter asked: 
“Now what I am asking you 
to comment upon or give your 
opinion upon is at this present 
moment we are not supplying 
arms to Israel. Therefore, in this 
situation certainly Israel is in the 
imbalance, is on the high part of 
the scale; the scales are weigh- 
ing down; and I was wonder- 
ing if you thought it might help 
stabilize the situation there if 





this country gave arms now to 
Israel.” 

Mr. Stevenson replied, “Well, 
I’m just unable to answer be- 
cause I, at this time, am not 
sure about the imbalances that 
you are speaking about. 

“I have expressed the view on 
repeated occasions that I felt it 
would be well if a balance of 
arms was preserved, and that 
Israel would be better able to 


preserve peace if she was able 


to deter aggression.” 





Curator of Jewish Museum Says They Are Copies of Copies 





Ceremonial Art Today Called Poor Imitations 


NEW YORK—The ceremonial 
art in most of the new syna- 
gogues being erected are poor 
imitations of imitations, Dr. Ste- 
phen Kayser, curator of the 
Jewish Museum of the Jewish 
Theological Seminary of Amer- 
ica, asserted. 

“Most ceremonial objects 
preserved today in collections 
like that of the Jewish Museum,” 
he stated, “date from the 19th 
century, a period noted for its 
imitation of earlier styles. And 
most of the ceremonial art being 
designeg today copies these 
pieces so that it is but a copy 





of a copy, often distorted, or 
even incorrect.” 

The comment was made on 
the occasion of the arrival in 
the United States of Ludwig 
Wolpert, a member of the faculty 
of the world-famous’ Bezalel 
School in Jerusalem. Wolpert 
will conduct a workshop course 
in the design of ceremonial ob- 
jects under the sponsorship of 
the Jewish Museum, 

Dr. Kayser expressed the view 
that “the new synagogues which 
today are springing up at an un- 
precedented rate in suburban 
communities ang in cities ... 


are at a loss to find appropriate 
ornaments for the Torah or oth- 
er decorative objects for the syn- 
agogue.” 

He expressed the hope that 
Wolpert’s visit would help focus 
attention of American crafts- 
men on the possibilities of this 
specialized field of design.

Goldmann Tells 
Israel What's

JERUSALEM — Drew Pear- 
son, American columnist, asked 
the one man in Israel today 
who knows the nation’ back- 
ward and forward and _ has 
enough courage to speak frank- 
ly: “What are the failings of 
Israel.” 

Nahum Goldmann, president 
of the World Zionist Organiza- 
tion, whom he was questioning, 
was brief and to the point: 

First on the list was a for- 
eign policy that is not sufficient- 
ly dynamic to deal with the 
Arabs; second, a population that 
is not fully integrated; third, 
too many political parties, and 
fourth, an economy insufficient- 
ly liberal to attract private in- 
vestment from abroad. 

Pearson then asked his most- 
used question: “What does Is- 
rael need most?” 

“Arms, immigration, especial- 
ly from the West; a dynamic 
and imaginative foreign poli- 
cy,” said Goldmann. 


Britain To Aid Israel 


If Egypt Attacks Her 

LONDON (WNS) — Prime 
Minister Anthony Eden, in the 
course of a statement in Com- 
mons on the Suez crisis, pre- 
dicted that if President Nasser 
of Egypt emerges triumphant 
on the issue of his seizure of 
the canal his next step would 
be an attack on Israel. In such 
an event, the Prime ‘Minister 
hinted, Britain would come to 
Israel’s rescue with arms if 
necessary. 

Mr. Eden’s prediction of an 
Egyptian attack on Israel is the 
first confirmation by a_ top- 
ranking Western statesman of 
Israeli claims that President 
Nasser of Egypt contemplates 
warfare against the Jewish 
state when the dispute over the 
Suez canal has subsided to his 








satisfaction.

IN CITY’S SCHOOLS 


NEW ORLEANS (NJP)—AIll copies of an Anti-Defamation 
League booklet, “The Rabbit Brothers,’ last week were ordered 


here. 


The action, by superintendent Dr. James F. Redmond, fol- 
lowed a charge by Dr. Emmett L. Irwin, chairman of the Citizens’ 


Council of New Orleans, that 
the “material is very obviously 
intended for the purpose of 
brainwashing the children along 
the lines of racial integration.” 


IRWIN CHARGED, also, that 
the “Anti-Defamation league of 
B’nai B'rith has been under very 
serious criticism as a_ possible 
Communist-front organization.” 

The booklet tells a story about 
two white rabbits, one of whom 
“crosses the street if a gray or 
brown rabbit is on his side,” 
and the other, who “tries to find 
some good in all rabbits.” It 
concludes with the question; 
“Which rabbit are you?” 


IN ANSWER to Irwins’ cone 
tention that the booklet is being 
distributed in “certain, if not 
all, public schools of the city,” 
Dr. Redmond said that an invese 
tigation showed that two of the 
booklets were in the library of 
one school, and no others were 
found. 

Dr. Redmond said, also, that 
the booklets were furnisheg the 
school two years ago by a cOme 
mittee of its parent-teacher ase 
sociation for use during Broth. 
erhood Observance week. 


Morton Feigenbaum, local 
ADL director, declared: “We do 
not distribute our literature on 
a wholesale basis. We make it 
available to whoever wants to 
use it.” 

“It (the pamphlet) was not 
distributed in quantity. However, 
we would be happy to do so if 
enough teachers wanted it,” he 
added. 

_In a _ statement on _ Irwin’s 
charges against the ADL, Feig- 
enbaum said: 


“THE CHARGE made against 
the Anti-Defamation league at 
the New Orleans school board 
meeting heid on Sept. 19; 1956, 
is irresponsible and completely 
unfounded. 


“The Anti-Defamation league 
of B’nai B'rith has had an out- 
standing record in combating 
communism.

Turkish Youth Decries Arranged Marriages

ISTANBUL—Many young peo- 
ple in the Jewish community 
here do not approve the tradi- 
tional system of arrangement of 
marriage “around a conference 
table.” 

In a POST survey following 
the revelation that boys and 
girls are expected to like at first 
glance the mates chosen by par- 
ents and family friends (NJP, 
July 6, 56) both boys and girls 
said they do not want parents’ 
interference in marriage. 


THE GIRLS complained that 
their parents do not allow them 


to go out with boys unless they 
know them personally, and that 
the restrictions and_ discipline 
prevent them from getting ac- 
quainted with boys and enjoy- 
_ing themselves. 

The girls added that when they 
become mothers they will allow 
their daughters to go out with 
boys. The boys said that the 
prevalent custom leads to mar- 
riage by arrangement instead of 
love. 

Among the young people who 
were for continuing custom, the 
most influential factor was dow- 
ry. Though the girls generally 
were against it, some of the boys 
felt it is necessary for estab- 
lishing a new home and keeping 
a high standard of living. 


LINDA GORELI, 16, Said: 
“The dowry can be reasonable 
only in Turkey, because women 
do not work after they get mar- 
ried. Therefore,.it helps to raise 


the standard of living of the mar- 
rieq couple. 

“But marriage must be the re- 
sult of love and not of an ar- 
rangement made by parents. 

“There is an exaggerateg disci- 
pline by the parents which pre- 
vents friendship between boys 


and girls. Dating, flirting 
should be considered as normal 
things.” 


Morris Ben Ezra, 27, declared: 
“For those who want to get mar- 
ried, the problem of dowry kills 
the chances of many girls. This 
old and Oriental custom should 
be abolished. The girl must not 
beceme the subject of bargain- 
ing. The dowry often is the 
cause of family disasters. 

“As to relations between boys 
and girls, the psychological at- 
mosphere in this country is not 
fit for that, but I think that the 
parents should and can be more 
comprehensive and_ indulgent. 
They should give more liberty 
to their children. I hope this 
will be done with time.” 

EDA YESHOVA, 19, said: ‘1 
hate the custom of dowry. Mar- 
riage shoulq be the result of 
love. The discipline of the par- 
ents is too strong. Boys and girls 
should be given the opportunity 
to get acquainted with each othe: 
and enjoy the best years of their 
lives.” 

Nomy Taragano, 17, also said 
she hates dowry and added she 
finds the pressure of the parents 
on their daughters unnecessary 
and exaggerated. She favors dat- 
ing and flirting as in the West. 

Albett Ben Zonana, 21, said: 
“The dowry is a good custom 
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I hope to become rich, thanks 
to it.” Zonana said also that dat- 
ing should be allowed by par- 
ents, but young people shoula 
be careful and not carry it to 
excess. 

Jaco Vaendrob, 27, did not ap- 
prove of dowry because it pre- 
vents some girls from getting 
married, He added that the prev- 
alent discipline of parents is nec- 
essary and that “the dating and 
courting processes cannot be ap- 
plied here, on the ground that 
this causes much gossip.” 


BEKY TELVI, 21, said: “Dow- 
ry is not always necessary, but 
if the girl’s parents affort it, it 
can help the young couple raise 
their standarg of living. 

“Marriage should not be ar- 
ranged by the parents; boys and 
girls should be free to go out 
and choose their future wives cr 
husbands.”

JERUSALEM—Victims of Nazi 
concentration camps living in 
Israel who cannot claim dam- 
ages under the present German 
Restitution Law, will be granted 
compensation by Israel, if a law 
now being drafted is passed. 

The Ministry of Finance has 
completed details of the pro- 
posed law which will be pre- 
sented to the Knesset where it 
is expected to pass with little 
difficulty. 

Beneficiaries will be immi- 
grants to Israel who arrived in 
the country before Oct. 1,_ 1953, 
and have not received compensa- 
tion from any other source. 
Their physical disability must 
be at least 35 per cent. 

The cost to the government 
under the proposed law is ex- 
pected to reach 2 million pounds 
annually.

U. S. FIRM SILENT ON USE 
OF JEWS ON ARAB RAILROAD

NEW YORK (NJP)—Brown and Blauvett, the United States 
firm that was awarded the contract for the Saudi Arabian-Jordan 
railroad after it was dropped by a Polish firm because the Arabs 
demanded that no Jews be used in the project, told The POST 
that they have Jews working for them in their New York office. 


They refused, however, to com- 
ment as to whether they have 
submitted to Arab pressures 
against using Jews on the proj- 
ect in Saudi Arabia (NJP, Aug. 
17, 1956). 

Francis Brown, in a telephone 
interview, said that it would be 
better for everybody concerned 
if the entire matter were drop- 
ped.

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Peace of Mind 
Not Judaism’s 
Aim, Says Fox 


ESTES PARK, Colo.—Dr, Mar- 
vin Fox, a philosophy professor 
at Ohio State university, told 
the fourth annual B’nai B'rith 
Institute of Judaism here that 
‘ft is a distortion of Judaism to 
teach that its aim is peace of 
mind.” 

The Midwest educator and 
Talmudic scholar termeg the em- 
phasis on peace of mind as “the 
greatest fraud perpetrated in re- 
cent times within Judaism.” 
However, he agreed that Juda- 
ism helps provide serenity, al- 
though that is not its purpose. 
Dr. Fox said, “Adjustment is 
the worst of human ideals.” 


HIS ATTACK on the peace- 
of-mind theorists was supported 
by Prof. Abraham S. Halkin of 
the Jewish Theological seminary. 
However, both edccators were 
disputed by Dr. Alfred M. Neu- 
mann, executive director of the 
Jewish Family and Children’s 
Services of Denver, 

“Fox’s statement is not accept- 
able to psychologists to help 
people live a normal life,” Neu- 
mann said. He contendeg that 
mental adjustments are neces- 
sary and desirable. 

Judaism, he said, awakens 
men to their inadequacies and 
the inadequacies of society, “Our 
teachings of social justice are 
deep rooted. It is good to make 
men ill at ease,” he added. 


ALTHOUGH Fox ang Halkin 
agreed on this point, they dif- 
fered on other questions. 

The 35-year-old Fox fascinat- 
ed the institute with his piety 
and unbending purity in advo- 
cating strict adherence to Hal- 
achic law, with amendments, 
like Constitutional change, per- 
mitted only by the process of 
law and the highest authority of 
the supreme court of scholarly 
rabbis. 

“T will not substitute the so- 
cial fashion of the moment for 
the permanent wisdom of the 
Torah,” he said. “We must ac- 
cept the Torah at its deepest 
level—or why bother with it at 
Bs « ae 


PROF. HALKIN countered 
with the declaration that “if Ju- 
daism is to survive, it will have 
to make peace with its environ- 
ment.” 
Maintaining that Jewish law 
and tradition always grew and 
developed from the time of 
Moses, Halkin insisted that “this 
broadening process goes. on, 
willy-nilly, whether Orthodoxy 
agrees or not.”

Persistent Campaign Is Killing 
Israelis’ Religious Tendencies 








By CARL ALPERT. 


HAIFA—-The great majority of the Jewish population of 
Israel, not Orthodox, not synagogue attending, not observant of 
many of the various rituals which characterize traditional Jewish 
life—yet at the same time not anti-religious—have in recent months 
been receiving a public education, a thorough and decisive indoc- 
ie. Re: « trination, anti-religious, anti-Orthodox and anti- 
rabbinical in nature. 

The campaign is thorough and _ efficient. 
Thousands of people who had preferred to remain 
: on the fence during the previous controversies, 
Sand thousands more who retained memories of 
an early religious upbringing, but had strayed 
from it in later life, are systematically being car- 
ried into the anti-religion camp. The propaganda 
has been persistent and extremely effective. 

But lest the reader form any mistaken opin- 
ions, I hasten to add that this campaign is not 











Alpert 
being conducted by any atheistic society; it is not the product of 
Communist activity; it is not a conspiracy of Reform Jews to 


undermine Orthodoxy. Surprisingly enough, the campaign has 
been planned and is being waged by the Orthodox elements them- 
selves, and the chief rabbis of the country have lent themselves to 
it with a will. To be sure, the results may not have been what 
were expected by the promoters, but any intelligent observer 
could have predicted them. 


THE ZEAL for preservation of the Sabbath, the onslaught 


against Nelson Glueck, the various other demonstrations, protests 
and political maneuverings have clearly and unmistakably pro- 
voked resentment on the part of a great mass of Israelis who, 


properly approached, might have been the nucleus for a great 
back-to-religion movement. 
Instead of seeking to win friends, convince allies, and by 


example, establish the value of traditional Judaism, the promoters 
of the campaign have succeeded only in besmirching the spiritual 
values of Judaism. 

How can any Israeli, young or old, with or without a _ back- 
ground, be expected to have respect for a religion, that of his 
fathers or anyone else, which is enforced upon the public by con- 
tempt for the established law, by stone throwing, and by near riot? 
If an ambulance, or a police car, or a military vehicle, in these 
days of national emergency is met in the streets on Saturday by 
a barrage of rocks, is such action calculated to promote observance 
of the Sabbath—much less respect for the Sabbath? 

If official spokesmen of religious groups publicly declare that 
they have more in common with Roman Catholics, or with funda- 
mentalist Protestants, than with Reform Jews, are their comments 
such as to promote Jewish unity, or a desire on the part of other 
Jews to join them in community worship? 


IF EVER there had been possibility of promoting a return to 
traditional practices and beliefs in Israel, that possibility has now 
been effectively destroyed by the fanatics who have appointed 
themselves to speak for Orthodox Judaism. They have pictured 
and presented Judaism as a religion of violence and riot; of hatred 
and civil war. They have drawn sharply the lines of definition of 
Judaism, and have excluded all who do not agree with their def- 
inition. They have condemned to secularism and to atheism large 
numbers of [Israeli youth who, finding no interest, comfort or 
attraction in their noisy performances, have no choice but to re- 
ject religion altogether. 

The Orthodox leadership in Israel has steadfastly, stubbornly 
and systematically antagonized all those elements who might have 
been its allies in bringing about a spiritual revival in Israel. On 
no single occasion has there been any attempt to guide the public 
to an understanding and appreciation of the worth of traditional 
Judaism. Never has there been any positive, affirmative, con- 
structive presentation to a generation which has gone through 
several wars. 

Surely, here was a people psychologically prepared to find in 
Judaism a tower of strength, a pillar of support. Where was the 
Orthodox leader, the spokesman who, with the voice of the proph- 
et, could bring the message of faith to the people? 

Instead, there was political bickering and log-rolling; there 
was riot and stone-throwing; there was flagrant violation of the 
Sabbath, ironically, in the name of defense of the Sabbath. 

And the so-called leaders have antagonized the people and per- 
haps prepared the ground for the collapse of something which 


had beauty and moral value. Orthodox leadership in Israel has 
been politically stupid and psychologically bankrupt. There has 


been no courage;-no vision, no devotion to true ideals. Our enemies

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Salomon Lives Modern 
On Do-It-Yourself Kick

“LET’S LOOK at the record,” 
suggested Al Smith. 

So, let’s! In an election year 
one should heed the words of 
presidential aspirants, even also 


rans. 

The record in question is 
that of Sid Salomon Jr., a trans- 
planted St. Louisan whose wal- 
let is doing most of the think- 
ing for Miami’s International 
league Marlins. 

Not so many weeks ago it 
was suggested that Salomon, in 
league with Bill Veeck, the per- 
petual wheeler-dealer and Peck’s 
Bad Boy of baseball’s squares, 
was casting sheep’s eyes at the 
Detroit Tigers franchise, then 
on the block. 

Sheep’s eyes were all the lads 
could cast. The Tigers’ stripes 
ran at the chill thought of be- 
ing caged by Veeck and the 
team was knocked down cut- 
rate to a more prim and proper 
group. 


THIS HARSH rebuff would 
have sent more impressionable 
souls fleeing back into the less 
predatory jungles of business. 
But the record shows that Sid 
Salomon Jr. is more fully de- 
termined than ever to become 
a major league magnate. 

Living modern, he has 
switched to the do-it-yourself 
kick. Unable to buy a major 
league franchise, he is hand- 
crafting his own at Miami. 

At the time he _ transferred 
the Syracuse franchise to the 
golden shores of Florida last 
year, he ventured the predic- 
tion that his team would en- 
trance more than 300,000 spec- 
tators this season. A few friend- 
ly chuckles greeted his remark. 
But he’s had the last laugh as 
his team has come far closer 
to this mark than anyone else 
was willing to admit could be 
possible. 


AND, DESPITE the presence 
of Veeck, the Marlins have 


drawn most of the spectators . 


on the basis of good baseball, 
rather than circus sideshows—- 
not that there hasn’t been fire- 
works, clowns, contests and free 
pop at the Marlins’ park. 

“But you will note that we 
have not advertised these stunts 
in advance ... There is no sub- 









stitute for winning, 


and the 
other stuff is only added en- 
tertainment,” explains Salomon. 

He has set himself some im- 
pressive goals in order to make 
Miami one of the greatest base- 


ball cities in the nation. He 
wants to be ready to present a 
strong case when and if major 
league realignment comes. 

Eventually, he thinks, Miami 
will top the International at- 
tendance record of 630,000 set 
by Baltimore when it was in 
the league. And, Baltimore, if 
you'll remember, offers excel- 
lent precedent. 


AS PART of his efforts to 
achieve his goal, Salomon, aid- 
ed by the Philadelphia Phillies, 
has provided Miami with first 
division play in its first year 
of Triple-A baseball. The attend- 
ance average of better than 
4,000 per game indicates that 
Miamians have recognized and 
shown their appreciation of 
this. 

Salomon makes every effort 
to woo additional fans by mak- 
ing them feel this is their team. 
He has repeatedly indicated 
that he is open to suggestions 
on how to improve the club. 

“This is your team and we 
want your ideas on how to run 


it,” he told a baseball crowd 
one night. 
He and his associates are 


quite enheartened at the pros- 
pect of losing less than $50,000 
this season. They had expected 
to take a worse financial lick- 
ing the first year. 

Major league franchises come 
high. They’re worth a little 
time and money. 

Sid Salomon has plenty of 
both.

Negotiations are going on 
with Col. Harry Henshel and 
Charles Greene, both of New 
York, who head the American 
Committee for Sports in Israel. 

Makeup of the Israeli con- 
tingent to go to Melbourne is 
by no means complete. 

At this stage only “certainties” 
are the 12 basketball players 
and 27-year-old diver Yoav Ra- 
nan, an El] Al radio operator 
now working in London. In the 
English diving championships 
last June the Israeli, who re- 
ceived much valuable training 
from Bob Kipputh, Yale coach, 
when he was here last year, 
gained first place in the one- 
meter and three-meter events 
and took second place in the 10- 
meters. 


AT THE ASIAN GAMES in 
Manila he proved the outstand- 
ing performer in his sport, beat- 
ing the best that Japan, the 
Philippines and other countries 
well-known for producing good 
divers had to offer. Ranan took 
ninth place in the diving cham- 
pionships at Helsinki. He is 
now a greatly improved diver 


and is expected to prove one of 
Israel’s strongest challengers at 
Melbourne. 

One or two more swimmers 
would probably accompany Ra- 
nan to Melbourne. A _ strong 
contender is blonde 17-year-old 
Shoshana Ribner, of Tel Aviv, 
who at the Maccabiah here three 
years ago won everything in 
the 100-400-meter categories. 


NO DECISION had yet been 
reached about sending any track 
or field athletes to the Games, 
Zilist stated. The Israeli team 
that recently returned from an 
international light athletics com- 
petition in Turkey did not pro- 
duce any performances outstand- 
ing enough to ensure a trip .o 
Melbourne. 

A few women athletes appear 
to stand the best chances of be- 
ing selected for the Olympics. 
One or two shooters were also 
likely to be in the Israeli team. 
A crack Swiss marksman has 
arrived here. to give Olympic 
candidates a month’s intensive 
training. 

The U.S. Committee for Sports 
in Israel is sponsoring the one- 
year coaching assignment here 
of Elmer Ripley, the Harlem 
Globetrotters’ famous. chief 
scout, who is hard at work or- 
ganizing a basketball team for 
the Games.

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TRYING TO CONVERT US 


' All of us are recipients from time to time of mis- 


sionary literature aimed at converting us to Christianity. 
This irritates you, as it does us, but when you stop to think 
about it, you must respect these people for their deep faith 
in Christianity. 

The worst you can say against them is that they are 
Misguided, but if you’re like us, your first thoughts must 
be much more outraged. 

In one aspect we think these people are less than 
courteous as far as we are concerned. 

A number of them, seriously interested as they are 
in the welfare of the Jewish group and in Israel, subscribe 
to The POST. And every once in a while we will hear 
from them. Some even contribute interesting letters to 
our “Freedom of the Press” section. 

But others when they receive our notices advising 
them of the forthcoming expiration of their subscription, 
will collect our self-stamped envelopes and then bombard 
us with pamphlets. This is adding insult to injury, and 
we think our objection to this procedure is more than 
justified. 

All of this comes to mind because Rabbi Meyer H. 
Marx, of Knoxville, Tenn., who is as dedicated a rabbi as 
we know, has sent us a copy of a letter which he com- 
posed in answer to an attempt to persuade him by mail 
that Christianity was the better religion: 


} DEAR FRIEND: 

| I appreciate very much your interest in sending me the 
various materials concerning why your faith is better than 
mine. I am sure you do this with love and devotion and the 
hope that you will Save me from perdition. However, I 
want you to know that I feel certain that I am more familiar 
with the material that you send me than you are, especially 
the varied arguments adduced in this literature. I am quite 
certain that you can put this material to better use than to 
send it to me. 

I therefore ask that you remove my name from your 
mailing list so that I will not receive this material in the future. 

It is with Christians as it is with Jews that some deserve 
to be called Jews and some do not, even as some who call 
themselves Christians deserve this Holy name and others do 
not. Without in any way suggesting to you to what end you 
should put your talents, I have always felt that it would be a 
wonderful idea for all Christian Missionary groups or Mis- 
sionary-minded individuals to devote their attention to the 
conversion of all those who call themselves Christians but can 
in no way be considered true Christians. This is our gen- 
eral approach in Jewish circles and I share it with you for 
what it is worth. 

Assuring you of my conviction that we Jewish people 
have only your love in these matters, but asking you to do as

THOSE OF YOU who came in contact 
with Col. Elliott A. Niles might have been 
continually puzzled, as we always were, at 
his boyish eagerness in everything he did. In 
fact, when we meet a personality like his, al- 
ways helping people and doing things for 
others, we ‘who are Selfish begin to suspect 
his motivation. 

If we hadn’t read that he is 55, we would 
have guessed his age at about 35, he was that 
young. We ran into him in connection with 
his activities for B’nai B’rithh He was one 
of that organization’s top men, and the way 
he carefully watched over Philip Klutznick 
was a revelation. He was evidently so de- 
voted to B’nai B’rith that when he saw the 
good President Klutznick was doing for the 
organization, he must have transferred his 
love and devotion to Phil.

A RABBI FRIEND has sent me a copy 
of a sales broadside which he received from 
Sermon Service, P. O. Box 31, Higherbridge 
Station, Bronx 52, N. Y., which describes it- 
self as “serving the American Rabbinate ex- 
clusively with an original, confidential and 
comprehensive homiletic service for the High 
Holy Days, Festivals, every Sabbath, Israeli 
and American national holidays and special 
events.” The annual fee was $25. 

The rabbi’s accompanying note was brief. 
“You may want to give this a little publicity; 
if only for the tragi-comedy.” 

Not too long ago, we sat in an Orthodox 
service where the rabbi delivered the sermon 
from a book of sermons. This rabbi was a 
relative newcomer to the United States, and 
it was obvious, at least to us, that he was de- 
livering a sermon, considerably alien to his 
method of speech, and although rendering it 
in oratorical form, in actuality, reading it 
from a printed book. 

THIS WAS AN ODD experience for us, 
but we can sympathize with the rabbi, and 
understand his position. His choice was be- 
tween delivering a poorly composed sermon 
in difficult English or to speak in Yiddish, a 
tongue in which we knew him to be fluent. 
That he preferred to use a stereotyped text 
seems to me to have been good judgment, in 
view of his limited alternatives. 

We doubt that any American-trained rabbis 
make use of ready-to-deliver sermons, al- 
though obviously we could be wrong. There 
are, we know, a number of “best sermons” in 


- book form, which obviously could be used for 


the same purpose as that filled by Sermon 
Service. 

But in any event, this is our week to see 
things with understanding, so we refuse to 
view the practice of “canned sermons” with 
alarm.

A statement, made in all seriousness, in 
connection with the poor attendance (see 
story elsewhere in this issue) at the recent 
B’nai B’rith Institute in Colorado deserves our 
attention.

THE UNITED STATES, un- 
der the Democrats, recognized 
the new State of Israel in 1948, 
and by its actions showed that 
it was indeed a friend of the 
newly fashioned independent 
country. However, with the ad- 
vent of Republican control, the 
United States drifted from 
friendliness, to neutrality, and 
now, despite its hypocritical] ut- 
terings, is aligned against Is- 
rael. Led by Dulles, and abet- 
ted by a President who seems 
disinterested in anything that 
might disturb his peaceful tran- 
quility, the State Department 
tacitly pursues it policy of Arab 
appeasement.

THE SECOND blunder came 
when the United States denied 
Israe] further arms. The State 
Department was willing, if nec- 
essary, to barter Israel lives 
for Arabian oil. If this admin- 
istration had permitted more 
arms to go to Israel, surely 
Egypt would have thought twice 
about seizing the Suez, as _ it 
would have indicated that the 


United States and the Western 
Powers would have been pur- 
suing a policy that frowned 
upon Egyptian aggression. But 
once again the State Depart- 
ment gave the green light. 

The third blunder was the 
non-protest of the discrimina- 
tion of American Jews by Saudi 
Arabia. By keeping silent, this 
country condoned the abowe ac- 
tion, and paved the way for 
further overt actions, one of 
which might well start a war 
which will engulf the entire 
world. 


NOW IS the time for all 
American Jews to raise our 
voices against the Republicans’ 
pro-Arab State Department pol- 
icy. We can do so by voting for 
the Democratic party which 
pledges resumption of arms (for 
defense) to Israel. So you don’t 
think we can do it! Following 
is an excerpt which appeared 
in the New York Daily Mirror 
two years ago: “Republican po- 
liticos are complaining private- 
ly that Sen. Irving Ives lost the 
Jewish vote —hence the New 
York governorship—because of 
Secretary of States Dulles’ pol- 
icy of arming Arab nations but 
not Israel.” 

Yes, we, along with all right- 
thinking Americans, can change 
American foreign policy by vot- 
ing Democratic in November, 
Let’s be a pressure group for 
righteousness, the right for Is- 
rael to arm for defense, the 
right for Israel to use the Suez 
Canal as all nations do, and the 
right of American Jews for pros 
tection against discrimination in 
foreign countries.
